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INTRODUCTION 


Your RadioShack Remote Control Spe- 
cial Effects Fogger is a rugged and pow- 
erful state-of-the-art fogger which lets 
you create a mysterious and fantastic at- 
mosphere in a theater or nightclub, or at 
a party in your home. Its wired remote 
control lets you set the length and fre- 
quency of fog puffs. Its 700-watt heater 
warms up in just 4 minutes and produc- 
es up to 2500 cubic feet of fog per 
minute.

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PREPARATION 


UNPACKING AND 
FUELING 


Ulus w/callouts to Fogger, 
Mounting Bracket, Thumb 
Screws (2), Washers (2) Fog 
Liquid Tank Cap, Remote Con- 
trol, and Remote Control Cord 
(delete numbered callouts from 

1. Remove all packaging materials 
from the shipping box. Remove all 
foam and plastic padding from the 
fogger, especially in the nozzle area. 

2. Place the fogger on a flat surface, 
then turn the fog liquid tank cap 
counterclockwise to open it. 

3. Slowly pour 1 quart of fog liquid 
(supplied) into the tank. 

Caution: Do no use other types of 
fluid, as they can damage the fog- 
ger. 

You can order more fog liquid 
through your local RadioShack 
store. Ask for RadioShack Unlimited 
No. 1 1 270295 (1 quart) or 1 04591 05 
(1 gallon). 

4. Replace the tank cap and turn it 
clockwise until it is tight. 


SELECTING A MOUNTING 
LOCATION 

You can place the fogger on a flat sur- 
face, or use the supplied mounting 
bracket to suspend it overhead. 

Select a location that is: 

• near a three-prong grounded AC 
outlet 

• sturdy enough to support the fog- 
ger's weight, where the nozzle can 
dispense fog freely 

• out of the way of normal activities so 
the fog does not shoot directly at 
anyone’s face 

Note: All foggers develop condensation 
around the output nozzle. Because 
moisture might accumulate on the sur- 
face below the output nozzle, do not 
place the fogger on a surface that can 
be damaged by moisture. 

MOUNTING THE FOGGER 

Follow these steps to mount the fogger 
with the mounting bracket. 

Note: You can also use the mounting 
bracket as a handle to carry the fogger. 

1 . Use the mounting bracket as a tem- 
plate to mark the mounting screw 
holes at the selected location. 
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OPERATION 


Before operating your fogger, be sure to 
read “Cautions” on Page 7. 

Important: Aiways monitor the tank iiq- 
uid ievei on the back of the fogger as 
you fog. Running the fogger without iiq- 
uid can permanentiy damage the fogger.

1 . Set ON/OFF on the back of the fog- 
ger to ON. The power indicator in 
the switch iights.

2. Wait at ieast 4 minutes to aiiow the 
fogger to warm up compieteiy, then 
press the remote controi’s red 
REMOTE ON/OFF button to turn on 
the remote controi. The red 
REMOTE indicator iights.

3. Press the remote controi's yeiiow 
TIMER ON/OFF button to activate the 
timer function. The yeiiow TIMER 
indicator iights, and you can use 
INTERVAL and DURATION to controi 
how often and how iong the fogger 
dispenses fog. 

• Turn INTERVAL toward MIN to 
decrease the time between peri- 
ods when the fogger dispenses 
fog, or toward MAX to increase it. 
You can seiect an intervai 
between 10 seconds and 4 min- 
utes. 

• Turn DURATION toward MIN to 
decrease the iength of time the 
fogger dispenses fog, or toward 
MAX to increase it. You can seiect 
a duration between 1 and 15 sec- 
onds. 

4. To temporariiy override aii other 
function controis and maximize fog 
output, hoid down the remote con- 
troi’s green FOG button. The green 
FOG indicator iights. Reiease it to 
remove the override. 

5. When you are not using the fogger, 
set the fogger’s ON/OFF switch and 
the remote controi's POWER ON/OFF 
switch to OFF. The power indicators 
turn off. 
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Notes: 

• The fogger might sputter small 
amounts of fog occasionally dur- 
ing operation and for a minute or 
so after being turned off. This is 
not a malfunction. 

• After a long burst, the fogger 
might stop fogging until it heats 
up again (about 90 seconds). The 
green FOG indicator on the 
remote control turns off, then 
lights again when the fogger is 
ready. 

• See “Replacing the Fuse” on 
Page 10 if the fogger stops work- 
ing properly. 

CAUTIONS 

Danger of Electric Shock 

• Keep this fogger dry. 

• For indoor use only. Not designed 
for outdoor use. 

• Use only 3-prong grounded electri- 
cal outlet. 

• Always unplug your fogger from the 
AC outlet before filling its tank. 

• Keep the fogger upright and inclined 
no more than 15°. 

• Set the fogger’s power ON/OFF 
switch to OFF when not in use. 

• This fogger is not waterproof or 
splash-proof. If moisture, water, or 
fog liquid gets inside the housing, 
immediately unplug the fogger and 


contact your local RadioShack store 
before using it again. 

• No user serviceable parts inside. 
Return the fogger to your local 
RadioShack store for service. 

Danger of Burns 

• For adult use only. Fogger must be 
installed out of reach of children. 

• Never leave the fogger running 
unattended. 

• Never aim the output nozzle directly 
at people. 

• Fogger output is very hot. Avoid 
coming within 24 inches (60 cm) of 
the output nozzle during operation. 

• Locate the fogger in a well-venti- 
lated area. Never cover the fogger’s 
vents. 

• In order to guarantee adequate ven- 
tilation, allow free air space of at 
least 8 inches (20 cm) around all 
sides and top of the unit. 

• Never aim the output nozzle at open 
flames. The output nozzle becomes 
very hot during operation (300° C). 
Keep any flammable materials at 
least 50 cm away from the nozzle. 

• Always allow your fogger to cool 
completely before attempting to 
clean or service it. 

Danger of Explosion 

• Never add flammable liquids of any 
kind (oil, gas, perfume) to the fog liq- 
uid. 
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• Use only high-quality, water-based 
fog liquid. Other fog liquids may 
cause clogging or spitting and may 
void your warranty. 

• Always make sure there is sufficient 
liquid in the fog liquid tank. Operat- 
ing the fogger without liquid will 
damage the pump and overheat the 
heater. 

• If your fogger fails to work properly, 
disconnect it from power immedi- 
ately. Drain all fog liquid from the 
tank into the original container, and 
return the fogger to your 
RadioShack store for service. 

• Always drain the tank into the origi- 
nal fog liquid container before trans- 
porting the fogger. 

• Never drink the fog liquid. If it is 
ingested, call a doctor immediately. 
If fog liquid comes in contact with 
skin or eyes, rinse thoroughly with 
clean water. 
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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Your Radioshack Remote Control Fog- 
ger is an example of superior design 
and craftsmanship. The following sug- 
gestions will help you care for your fog- 
ger so you can enjoy it for years. 

• Do not allow the fog liquid to 
become contaminated. Replace the 
cap on the fog liquid tank immedi- 
ately after filling and drain excess 
liquid into the original container. 

• Always tighten the caps on the fog 
liquid container and on the fog liquid 
tank immediately after filling. 

• Keep the fogger dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Liquids can 
contain minerals that corrode elec- 
tronic circuits. 

• Use and store the fogger only in nor- 
mal temperature environments. 
Temperature extremes can shorten 
the life of electronic devices and dis- 
tort or melt plastic parts. 

• Handle the fogger gently and care- 
fully. Dropping it can damage circuit 
boards and cases and can cause 
the fogger to work improperly. 

• Keep the fogger away from dust and 
dirt, which can cause premature 
wear of parts. 

• Wipe the fogger with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 
Do not use harsh chemicals, clean- 
ing solvents, or strong detergents to 
clean your fogger. 


Modifying or tampering with the fogger’s 
internal components can cause a mal- 
function and invalidate its warranty. If 
your fogger is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance. 


CLEANING THE FOGGER 

The fogger might clog during operation 
due to the thickness of the fog liquid and 
the high temperature at which it vaporiz- 
es. However, a properly maintained fog- 
ger should provide years of reliable use. 

To prevent debris accumulation in the 
heating element, follow these steps to 
clean the fogger after every 40 hours of 
operation. 

1 . Turn off the fogger and let it cool for 
10 minutes. 

2. Use a V 2 -inch hex wrench to 
unscrew the nozzle at the front, then 
clean out debris from the hole with 
white vinegar and a pipe cleaner. 

Ulus of nozzle removal 
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3. Empty all fog liquid from the fog liq- 
uid tank Into the original container 
and add a solution of 80% distilled 
water and 20% white vinegar to the 
tank. 

4. Turn on the fogger and let It warm 
up for at least 4 minutes. 

5. Run the fogger In a well-ventilated 
area until the tank Is empty. 

6. Replace the nozzle. The fogger Is 
ready to be filled and used again. 


3. Check the fuse. If It Is blown, 
replace It with a new one. 

Warning: Do not use a fuse other 
than the specified fuse. Doing so 
might damage the fogger. 

4. Replace the fuse holder and recon- 
nect AC power. 


REPLACING THE FUSE 

If the fogger shuts down, you might 
need to replace the fogger’s 250-volt, 7- 
amp fast blow type fuse (such as Cat. 
No. 270-1 01 3) on the back panel. 

Follow these steps to check the fuse 
and replace It, If necessary. 

1 . Disconnect AC power. 

2. Use a flat-blade screwdriver to 
unscrew the fuse holder on the back 
panel.
